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Sweden's King Sy mbo l o ! Ho p e 
It Is a wo nder that King Gustav V o f Sweden was 
able to stand up under the celebratio n which marked 
hi* 90th,b'lrthday—15 ho urs o f parades, speeches, gift*, 
feats and firewo rks, and six changes o f unifo rm fo r 
the ho no red mo narch. 
But the king has sto o d up 
under many wo rse o rdeals In his 40 years o n the 
thro ne. And hi* survival i*, to a great extent, to his 
o wn credit. 
When Gustav became king In 19 07 , such spectacles 
a* the o ne he went thro ugh o n his birthday were part 
o f the usual trappings o f mo narchy. State visits and 
the like were part o f the brea d-and-clrcuses ro utine 
But such po mp was no t to Gustav’s liking. 
Suc­ 
ceeding to the thro ne was an “ o ld man” o f nearly 50, 
he immediately tipped o ver the apple cart o f tradi­ 
tio n by refusing to go thro ugh the elabo rate ceremo ny 
o f a co ro natio n. 
He set a demo cratic pattern quite 
unusual fo r the perio d. 
To day o nly o ne mo narch, the retired Queen Wll- 
helmina o f the Netherlands, remains o f tho se who sat 
o n Euro pe’s thro nes when Gustav became king. 
No t 
o nly the mo narchs, but mo st o f the mo narchies have 
vanished. 
King Oustav has seen the « lightly co n­ 
tro lled depo ti*m o f Kaiser Wilhelm and Czar Nicho las 
replaced by the unco ntro lled depo tism o f Musso lini, 
Hitler and Stalin. 
Yet Sweden’s king has helped ho ld his co untry 
steady against the tides o f abso lutism that have 
threatened It o n all sides. In two crises he stubbo rn­ 
ly resisted the attempts to make Sweden abando n 
her neutrality. 
And by playing up the independence 
and indispensability o f hi* co untry and Its peo ple, he 
helped Sweden to escape invasio n. 
All this time the demo cratic simplicity o f King 
Gustav’s life has mirro red the gro wing demo cracy o f 
his co untry. Tho ugh he liked to play tennis as “ Mr. 
O.” —and did, until tyo years ago —and while he en­ 
jo yed the theater and Riviera vacatio ns, the life o f the 
king and the ro yal family has no t been o ne o f useless 
luxury. 
He has enco uraged his family to be active and 
useful. 
Many o f hi* numero us pro geny have dis­ 
tinguished themselves in vario us flelds—art, science, 
business, athletics. Co unt Bernaddtte, who is attempt­ 
ing to mediate the Palestine dispute, Is his nephew. 
Sweden’s go vernment has been co ntro lled fo r sev­ 
eral years by the so cialist Labo r Party, whreh 
is 
pledged to do away with the mo narchy. But its lead­ 
ers apparently have had s hard tiihe co nvincing the 
Bwedes that their aged king Is a reactio nary menace 
to their well being. 
H ie evidence seems to be all 
in the o ther directio n. 
At 9 0, King Gustav has lived lo nger — tho ugh no t 
reigned lo nger—than did the venerable Queen Vic­ 
to ria and the o ld Empero r Fra nz J o sef o f Austria 
But he is no t o f their time o r temper, tho ugh he was 
their co ntempo rary. 
Rather he stands as an endur­ 
ing symbo l o f Euro pe's change fo r the better, and as 
a man who led rather than fo llo wed the trend to ward 
demo cracy. 
As such he is also a symbo l o f ho pe, 
o utside his co untry as well as within It, that the free­ 
do m that he has fo stered will prevail.

Home From Rio De Janeiro, McCulloch 
Believes Rotary Event Created Goodwill 


Back in Salem after taking a trip 
to South America, Mr. and Mrs. R. 
S. McCulloch and their son. Rob­ 
ert, Jr., recall the highpoints of 
their visit to Rio de Janeiro, Santo« 
and San Paulo in Brazil, MonUve- 
deo, Uraguay and 
Buenoe 
Aires, 
Argentina. 
, McCulloch was a delegate to the 
39th Itotary International conven­ 
tion May 16-35 in Rio de Janeiro. 
He represented and carried prox ies 
for more than 
20 Northeastern 
Ohio Rotary clubs. 
Not over 4,000 delegates to the 
convention were ex pected, but the 
registration reached almost 8,000 
This was also the first time in the 
history of the convention the com­ 
bined attendance of South Ameri­ 
can and other countries ex ceeaed 
that of the United States. 
Representatives of 26 countries 
attended the 
Rio 
session 
and 
speeches were repeated in English, 
Portuguese and Spanish to over­ 
come language difficulties, McCul­ 
loch states General Eurico Gas­ 
per Dutra, president of Brazil, a 
Rotarlan himself, gave the opening 
address. 
McCulloch served cm the Impor­ 
tant council of legislation. * 
The Rotary clubs of San Paulo, 
Brazil. Montivedeo, 
Uraguay and 
Buenos Aires, Argentina held spe­ 
cial luncheons, pageants, land and 
sea concerts, dances and other fes­ 
tivities for the 400 Rotarians who 
chartered the ship, S. 8. Uraguay , 
to attend the convention. The Mc­ 
Culloch family was on the ship. 
South American Friendliness 
The South American hostesses en­ 
tertained wives of the' Rotarians 
in their homes and, at luncheons. 
This is an entirely new custom for 
the South Americans 
“The people of Rio de Janeiro 
gave us an ex tremely cordial re­ 
ception,1’ McCulloch said. He agrees 
wholeheartedly with the boast that 
Rio Is “the most beautiful city in 
the world. “One 
street is 
wide 
enough to allow for 28 cars abreast," 
he said. 
McCulloch ha id that the Uru­ 
guay ans are more like the Ameri­ 
can people, while the people of Ar­ 
gentina are more like 
the 
Euro­ 
peans, He reported seeing many 
American automobiles and 
large 
new factories being built by U. far. 
businessmen in and around Ban 
Paulo, Brazil. 
Besides the 400 Rotarians on the 
8. 8. Uraguay , 000 sailed on the 
S. 8. Amsterdam, several hundred 
went by air and a man from Louis­ 
ville, Ohio, traveled the entire dis­ 
tance by jeep. 
McCulloch believes “the visit of 
the 2,000 North American Rotarians 
created a great deal of good will.”
